and moving member, all of which are disposed in a housing of an electric tool. 
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Wherein the power source provides DC power at predetermined voltage for 
providing the power for the electromagnetic coils and the control unit for 
enabling them to generate electromagnetic forces and actuate respectively. 
10 The control unit serves to control the output of the DC power source at a 
standard reference potential or predetermined potential, by such arrangements, 
the control unit is capable of actuating the electromagnetic coils at any period 
of time. 
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
